The recent blistering attack 
on the Sacramento State Review 
by English student Reginald 
Poole was the most notable of 
its kind since Hitler used the 
same method when he set out 
to destroy the Jews of Germany 

Alse, the fact that Poole cen- 
tered his attack on me and my 
assistant editor, Miss Cusick, 
with such vehemence makes it 
evident he had more of a per- 
sonal grudge to settle than a job 
of criticism to perform. If this 
is so 1 wish he would see me 
personally as I’m sure some- 
thing could be arranged for our 
mutual benefit. 

Dignity Above ‘Rabble’ 

It appears that Poole consid- 
ers the Review beneath his dig- 
nity and only worthy of being 
read by what he terms the “rab- 
ble” of Sacramento State Col- 
lege. I imagine that a rabble 
student would be one who reads 
Life magazine or the Saturday 
Evening Post. Hornet editor, 
Carl Ingram, informed me that 
he doesn’t read either of these 
magazines. And, since he saw 
fit te run Poole’s critique on the 
Review, it can be construed 
that he and Poole hold similar 
views on journalistic magazines. 

Poole criticized the magazine 
mainly on the premise that it 
was not a literary magazine that 
catered to English students. If 
we on the staff of the magazine 
had publicized it as a literary 
magazine, his criticism would be 
valid. But we did not; we 
stressed the fact that this year’s 
Review would be a popular type 
magazine, with a format model- 
ed somewhat after the Saturday 
Evening Post. 

Since the Board of Publica- 
tions gave iis approval to this 
type of format change when. it 
selected me as editor, Poole has 
declared its judgment poor and 
set himself up as the all power- 
ful chairman of the board. The 
board must be sure to see him 
now before they make any fu- 
ture decisions. 

However, Poole knows noth- 
ing about the technique of re 
viewing and the responsibilitie 
that go wiih it; his comments 
show he knows nothing of mag- 
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azine composition, content, and 
purpose. And in his critique he 
commits reviewing’s greatest er- 
ror by offering not one shred 
of evidence to back up any of 
his wild statements 

No Example of Criticism 

He call the editorial sopho- 
moric and full of contradictions, 
but does not illustrate where it 
is SO, 

He says the format of the Re- 
view is that of a junior high 
school yearbook. This sounds 
impressive, but he forgets to il- 
lustrate this because he could 
not back up his statement. 

He agitates there is no source 
in the Review “for exciting the 
horrors of controversy.” By this 
I imagine "he means that he 
found no essay which said that 
T. S. Eliot was a lousy poet or a 
short story which had as its 
main character a homosexual 
rapist. Poole conveniently for- 
gets that the magazine featured 
an article which critically exam- 
ined the physical education pro- 
gram at SSC and a short story 
which satirized the struggle over 
missile development between 
our service departments in 
Washington. Poole appears to 
have a rather narrow view of 
what constitutes controversy. 

Poole commented that he 
found the magazine's fiction 
material his biggest disappoint- 
ment, even going so far as to 
exclaim that the better serious 
writers shy away from submit- 
ting material because they wish 
to retain their integrity. He did 
not submit anything to the Re- 
view. Does he write? Is his ma- 
terial possibly too good for the 
Review? Or is he afraid to offer 
his material for other peopie's 
opinion? If you don’t stick your 
neck out there is no chance of 
getting it chopped off. 

Poole’s idea of a college mag- 
azine is that it is there only for 
his benefit and that of a few 
others who wish to write essays, 
poems, and short stories, with 
the accent on getting their ma- 
terial in print. 

Magazine Devoted to Campus 

Although I do believe that 
creative people should have the 
chance to publish their material 
in a campus magazine, they 
should not have a death hold on 
the publication if there is only 
one on campus, which is the case 
at SSC. Why? Because when 
there is only one magazine on 
campus, it owes its responsibil- 
ity to the entire student body, 
not merely to a segment of it. 

The broad format of the new 
Review was aimed at mecting 
this responsibility. By offering 
feature articles in addition to 
fiction material, the Review pro- 
vided coverage of campus ma- 
terial which normally does not 
get into print or in such detail. 
As is common in most maga- 
zines, photographs were used to 
heighten the effect of the arti- 
cles. 

And not to be forgotten is the 
fact that a campus magazine 
owes a responsibility to the peo- 
ple who sign up to work on it. 
They expect and should get 
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phases of magazine production. 
Training in many of these 
phases is limited or non-exist- 
ent in a literary magazine. 
Poole was alarmed with the 
Review because of the number 
of advertisements that it had. 
Such an attitude is absolutely 
silly and unrealistic. How else 
are you going to pay for a $760 
magazine when the Student As- 
sociation provides you with only 
$165 to do it with, This all goes 
to show how water-logged is 
Poole’s way of thinking. Even 
a spenge could reason better 
than he

An article appearing in the 
Parade magazine section of the 
Sacramento Bee discussed four 
major advantages of this type 
of group living: 1) The halls 
offer education in an informal 
living situation; 2) coed halls 


have a civilizing effect on the 
college students living in the 
halis; 3) they are economically 


advantageous; and 4) coed halls 
are somewhat better in the 
social aspects of living on cam- 
pus and there is a tendency for 
students living in them to show 
higher scholastic achievement 
than in segregated dorms. 

Let us go a little further into 
the fact that coed halls are 
economically advantageous. 

Vacancies at Present 

At present, there are 14 
rooms in Sacramento State Col- 
lege’s Jenkins Hall that are un- 
occupied. Two women live in 
each room so there are 28 
vacancies. The cost of living in 
the halls is $85 a month and 
since there are four months in 
a semester, there is a cost of 
$340 per person per semester. 
Multiplied by 28 vacancies, 
there has been $9,662 lost this 
semester due to unoccupied 
rooms in Jenkins Hall. 

It is an established fact that 
there is a long waiting list of 
men who want to live in Draper 
Hall. The question that should 
be posed is: Why could not 28 
men live on one floor one wing 
of Jenkins Hall, or better, why 
not have the men live on one 
wing of each of the halls and 
the women live in the other 
wing?

in one wing z of each of the three 
residence halls, they would have 
one-sixth more living § space 
available to them, and the 
women would have one-sixth 
less space available to them. 
This arrangement could tend to 
equate the present situation and 
possibly eliminate the waiting 
list of men. 

James Cook, housing man- 
ager, stated that he forsees all 
rooms in the women’s residence 
halls will be filled for next 
semester. However, if the pres- 
ent situation should occur again 
next semester or any succeed- 
ing semester, it seems a shame 
to see so many men being 
turned away for lack of room 
when there would be space 
available.
